WHEREAS, the Treatment, Alternative and Diversion (TAD) grant8
program enables counties to establish treatment programs that provide9
alternatives to prosecution and incarceration for offenders who abuse alcohol or10
other drugs; and11

WHEREAS, judges, prosecutors, human service professionals, law13

enforcement, corrections officials and others work together to develop and14
implement local TAD projects; and15

WHEREAS, each county has the flexibility to decide what type of projects17

it will undertake and which offenders will be targeted and all TAD projects assess18
offenders' criminal risk, determine their treatment needs, and then continually19
measure the offenders' progress; and20

WHEREAS, Milwaukee County is one of nine counties currently operating22

TAD projects and Milwaukee County utilizes the diversion/deferred prosecution23
project; and24

WHEREAS, TAD programs are proven to save money in future26

incarceration costs and reduce crime; and27

WHEREAS, a study found that 76% of TAD participants had not been29
convicted of a new offense within one year of completing the programs; and30

WHEREAS, funding was increased in the 2013-15 budget by $1 million32

annually for TAD projects statewide, now, therefore33

improve and expand the TAD program; and36

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, Milwaukee County supports legislative38

efforts to fund TAD projects throughout the entire criminal justice system,39
increase flexibility in targeting offenders, and increase intervention outcomes40
through a Criminal Justice Coordinating Council utilizing evidence based practice41
and cost-benefit analysis.42
